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THERE SHOULD BE FREE TRADE 


WITH CUBA. 


Governor General Wood's 
annual 


report to the War Department on the 
government and affairs of Cuba con 
tains one recommendation that should 
receive from this Administration the 
attention due to its importance both 
to the people of the United States and 
to those of the island, namely, the ne- 
cessity for a reduction of duties on 
Cuban products 
imported 
into this 


country. There is no apparent.opposi- 
tion in the United States to the jx>l'cy 
proposed unless it come frem the sugar 
interests. The growers of leaf tobac- 
co, through the president of their na- 
tional 
association, 
have 
expressed 


themselves as favorable to a reduction 
of rates. The prosperity and advance- 
ment of Cuba depend absolutely upon 
the stimulation of her trade with this 
country such as they would receive in 
consequence of the adoption of a lib- 
eral commercial policy on the part of 
this government. Having taken upon 
ourselves the responsibility for Cuba's 
future, we should promote her inter- 
ests by every means within our power 
Besides, free trade with Cuba would 
be equally advantageous to our own 
people. 


PUBLIC LANDS IN ALASKA. 


Great pressure will be brought to 


bear upon the members of the next 
Congress to throw the public lands of 
Alaska open to entiy under the gen 
era! land laws of the United States. 
Experiments made by the department 
of agriculture show that farming can 
be carried on successfully there and 
that climatic conditions in the south- 
ern section during the winter are bet- 
ter than in many of the States that 
have men upon the floor of Congress. 
It has also been demonstrated that 
there appears to be a great number of 
people who would be glad to take land 
in the northern teritory. Alaska has 
been a victim of gr.eat taxation ine- 
qualities, has been hampered and illy 
attended to, even now being burdened 
with a /system .that hinders business 
and retards settlement. In face of 
this it has asked little from the gov- 
ernment and has certainly received 
little. Tnere are millions of acres of 
land in southwestern Alaska that can 
be successfully 
farmed 
and would 


have their own home markets if the 
land was opened up. Inertia and lack 
of interest seem to have 
prevented 


Congress from taking any action until 
now. The question will be abundantly 
agitated during the next few months. 
and rightly so. 


The sugar beet depends for its sac- 


charine quality upon peculiarities of 
soil. 
The supply of sugar beets, in 


turn, depends upon the profit which 
the farmer can obtain by comparison 
vith the profit obtainable from other 
crops.

Glass Blowing at Everett's to Begin in 


a Few Days—Mr. Everett Talks 


to Advocate Man. 


An Advocate reporter visited the 


mammoth E. H. Everett glass works 
this morning and received 
a kindly 


greeting from Mr. Everett, who very 
courteously enlightened him on many 
points connected with the works. Ev- 
erything about the lacvory i»at> an air 
of activity. The fires are 
already 


lighted in some of the furnaces, and 
it is expected that the blowing will 
commence early 
the 
ensuing week, 


and all or nearly all the balance of the 
furnaces are expected to be in opera- 
tion at an early date. When the works 
are in operation this fall over 1200 per- 
sons will here find employment, mak- 
ing it rank as one qf the largest em- 
ployers ot labor in Central Ohio. 


When asked what were the oppor- 


tunities offered a young man entering 
the factory, Mr. Everett replied that 
he had been giving this very matter 
considerable thought ot late, and that 
he was convinced that no batter op- 
portunity was open to the young man 
just entering upon life's struggle than 
that of becoming a glass blower. 


The reporter at once become inter- 


ested and asked Mr. Everett to supply 
him with some of the reasons for his 
statement. 


"Take the glass blower," said Mr 


Everett, "there is no better trade 01 
organization, individually or collective 
ly, than is represented by the blowers 
employed in this factory and all ovci 
the country. They make on an aver 
age ?G per day. They dress well, pro 
vide well for their families, and in the 
majority 
of cases own their 
own 


homes. Tell me another trade where 
a young man can do as well." 


The advantages offered young men 


going into the factory now are much 
greater than they have ever been be 
fore," continued Mr. Everett. "During 
the past two years the factory 
hai? 


done away with two departments—the 
laying up and the gatherers* Hereto 
fore, a boy, prior to entering his ap- 
prenticeship, was required to serve a 
term at 'laying up' and 'gathering.' In 
discontinuing these two branches boye 
working in the factory are placed that 
much nearer to the time when they 
can go into their apprenticeship. Ap- 
prentices who have recently 
served 


their time have received In cash at the 
expiration of their time in many in- 
stances, from $500 to $700. This, ol 
course, is in addition to the regular 
cash payments they 
have received 


from the regular two weeks pay day. 


"Yes,'A said Mr. Everett, "we find 


that the people of the country gener 
ally are beginning to understand and 
appreciate the benefit of this institu- 
tion, especially as regards the putting 
of their sons in the line of learning a 
trade that is second to none in the 
country—that of a glass blower." 


A large number of young men from 


the country are now employed at the 
factory. This is evident from the fact 
that the majority of houses recently 
erected in the North End have either 
been rented or purchased by families 
from the country that heretofore have 
been almost exclusively identified with 
farming 
pursuits. 
The 
parents of 


sons, residing in the country, gladly 
avail themselves of the opportunity of- 
fered of securing positions for 'heir 
boys to learn a good trade, and in 
many instances also securing work fci 
themselves at wages a good deal in 
advance of what was paid last season 
which, in the case of the boys who 
•work during the entire fire, have bec-i 
advanced, a very large per cent. While 
many of the houses recently erec'.er1 


have been spoken for, there are yet a 
certain number that have not been 
taken. While prices on ware are con 
.siderably lower than this time las 
year, there has been a sharp advancp 
in wages 
paid to our general help 


and the boys.

BOTH NATIONS WOULD HAVE PEACE. 


Prince Chun, Haviug Everything His 


Owii \Vayi Proceeds to Berlin, 
China Scoriiig Another Point—King 
Kdward's Comiuissiou—JSeivs From 
Foreign Fields. 
Washington, Sept. 4.—Colombia has 


made response to the note of Secre- 
tary Hay. While its contents are not 
obtainable, tp.e statement is made that 
it is conciliatory in character and ex- 
presses an earnest wish that war with 
Venezuela may be avoided. 
Such % 


result, it is stated, would be a c^ii"0 


of genuine regret to the people of Co- 
lombia. Colombia, it is stated, stands 
ready to. accept the friendly interven- 
tion of the United States to aver war, 
and reposes full confidence in ths 
latter country. 
On Aug. 24 last, a 


message was sent to the ministers at 
Caracas and Bogota, directing them to 
inform Venezuela and Colombia of the 
distress with which the president had 
heard of the likelihood of a disturb- 
ance of relations between those two 
republics. The ministers were direct- 
ed to say that an offer of the presi- 
dent's kindly offices to arrange any" 
differences 
between Colombia and 


Venezuela would be ineffective with- 
out the acquiescence " of both. 
The 


United States would especially regret 
any action by either which might men- 
ace the security of transit across the 
isthmus or the neutrality of its terri- 
tory. Both nations have replied in 
friendly tone. 


Prince Chun's Triumph. 


Berlin, Sept. 4.—It is generally con- 


ceded here that the settlement of the 
Chun difficulty marks another success 
for Chinese diplomacy. A semi-official 
intimation has been conveyed to the 
press that the government waived the 
petition for forgiveness, owing to a 
desire not to place Chinei in the atti- 
tude 'of having countenanced assassi- 
nation. Stress is now laid upon the 
address which Prince Chun will read 
to Emperor William.
